New York, April 12.—Major Gen- 
eral Frederick Dent Giant, Comman- 
der of the 
Department o"f the East, 


U. S. A., and eldest son of Geneial 
Ulysses S. Grant, former President of 
the United States, died suddenly at 
the Hotel Buckingham in this city, 
shortly after midnight. 


General Grant's health had been 


Tailing for several weeks, and about 
10 days ago it was announced that he 
would seek a Southern climate, ac- 
companied by his family to recuper- 
ate. 
His destination was not "an- 


nounced, as it was generally explain- 
ed 
that 
the 
General's condition 
was such that absolute rest and sev- 
«rance from all official cares Were re- 
quired. 


For this reason the whereabouts 


of the General and his family, after 
leaving Washington, was kept frcni 
everybody, but his immediate rela- 
tives, so that the sick man shou'cl 
not be disturbed by communication 
from the outside world. 
Because of these conditions "oe 
presence of General Grant in this cify 
caused the greatest surprise late last 
night when it became known that he 
was critically ill at the Hotel Buck- 
ingham, and an ambulance had been 
called to take him to a hospital 
It was learned then that the Gen- 
eral had returned from his trip and 
was believed to be in fairly good 
health. 


At 11-30 Mrs Frederick D Grant 


communicated with the night olerk 
of the hotel over the telephone, tell- 
ing him General 
Grant had been 


seized with a choking attack and bhe 
feared that he was dying. 


"Get a physician quick. The Gen- 
eral is dying," she exclaimed. 


Dr. Andrews, of the Flower Hos- 
pital, who reached the hotel in an 
ambulance, found two other physic- 
ians attending General Grant, and he 
left without learning 
whethe1' the 
a'arm was as serious as Mrs. Grant 
had feared. 


At midnight no definite T.\ord had 


- come from the apartment.

lieved he suddenly expired while Dr 
Abby and other physicians called at 
the first attack \\ere holding a con- 
sultation. 


The following statement WTS made 
at 1 o'clock by General Grant's at- 
tending physician's, Drs. Abbey and 
Bensh: 


"General Frederick D. Grant died 


suddenly of heart failure, without 
premonition, at the Buckingham lin- 
tel at midnight, April 11, after !•*• 
tiring at 11 o'clock apparently in bet- 
ter condition than tor several weeks. 
He had returned from his recent trip 
much improved and looking lemaik- 
ably well and vigorous. His medical 
condition since his return had given 
no special anxiety to his puysieian, 
who had been with him during the 
afternoon and congratulated him < n 
his good health. He expressed hi it- 
self as feeling rejoiced at his renew- 
ed strength. 


"General Grant had been suffer- 


ing Irom diabetes and the attendant 
digestive disturbances, which seemed 
however, to be perfectly under con- 
trol. 


"The 
sudden 
fatal 
termination 


came as a great surprise. 
His wife 


and nurse were with him at the time 
and the physicians who were called 
at once found the heart had stopped 
instantly." 


The news flashed from the apart- 


ments of "Major General 
Frederick 


Dent Grant at the Hotel Buckingham 
shortly after-midnight, sent a shock 
through the city such as that which 
startled the whole country upon the 
death of his father 2 i years ago. The 
news was far more sudden. It came

Tuesday, April 9, was Clean-up day 


in' Newark, and was observed as such 
by the citizens who have the beauty 
and welfare of their city at heart. But 
when Wednesday 
morning dawned, 
bright and clear, and the residents of 
Buena Vista street saw a stream of 
teams hauling loads of the 
filthy 


refuse which had been collected the 
day before, and making ready to un- 
load them on some vacant lots' ad- 
joining residence properties, they were 
most naturally astonished to put it 
mild. 
When inquiry was made as to why 
one of the most beautiful streets in 
the city was to be converted into a1 
public dumping ground, they 
were 
blandly informed that the owner of 
the lots had graciously given 'his per- 
mission that they might be used for 
that purpose. 
Immediately numerous city officials, 
and heads of Civic Improvement com- 
mittees were appealed to by telephone, 
by as many different residents of the 
street, to see if in some way this 
catastrophe might be averted. But 
each in turn either tendered their syjm- 
pathy or declined to discuss so trivial 
a subject. 
Dr. Knauss, health officer, was earn- 
estly implored to order it stopped, but 
refused. He came to the scene of op- 
erations, ,but notwithstanding the fact 
that a sign had been place.d on the 
premises by himself, forbidding just 
such proceedings, and utterly 'ignoring 
the protests of the 'property owners, 
allowed the noble work of beautifying 
Newark to continue. 
This place has long been the scene 


of both open and surreptitious dump- 
ing of rubbish, by persons whose pro- 
perty could be in no way damaged in 
appearance, and whose" refined tastes 
would not be shocked by the sight of 
the heaps of garbage, occasional dead 
dogs, chickens, rats and other adorn- 
ments which they would deposit there. 


When complaints were made to the 
proper authorities in times past, the 
complainants were told that in order 
to abate the .nuisance 
an 
example 
should be made of some one. 


Now, a.law-abiding and peaceful cit- 
izens dislike to make an example of 
someone, in their immediate vicinity, 
even though they know said persons 
are not only violating the law but in- 
fringing OIL the rights of others. 
It does not seem exactly fitting that 


a few should pay to have their garbage 
disposed of properly each week, and 
carefully burn all refuse from 
then- 
own premises in an endeavor to keep 
their surroundings in a tidy and san- 
itary condition, and also clean up loose 
paper and leaves which have been de- 
posited often as late as 11 or 12 o'clock 
at night by persons as able in every 
respect to properly care for their own 
rubbish. 
Finally, on Dumping Day, after ap- 
pealing to many of the officials to no 
purpose, two different persons inform- 
ed Mayor Swartz and Board of Public 
I Service Director .Tames McCarthy, and 
1 were promised help. About 2 p'. m. the 
1 hauling to this .place/was, discpjntinued,, 
but not uritiil the lots in question had 
•become a disgrace to the community. 
The stench was so bad that the win- 
dows of nearby houses had to be closed 
before the occupants could sleep that 
night. 
But we are thankful that instead of 
a whole year's accumulation of filth 
being dumped on lots, comparatively 
free of cost, to convert them into a 
thing of. beauty and a joy forever, 
that they were compelled to cease op- 
erations after half a day of devasta- 
tion had taken place. 
The residents of this sectioi: have 
become 
thoroughly 
aroused, 
and 


should it become necessary, an exam- 
ple will be made of some one, in order 
to protect their rights. 
And we hereby thank those officials 


to whom thanks are due, for doing 
their duty, by putting a stop to one of 
the most dastardly pieces of presump- 
tion that has been attempted for some 
time.
